As a young girl, 
Brenda Berkman 
alvvays dreamt 
of becoming 
a firefighter, 
although she was avvare of gender preíerence 
in íavour of boys. In 1977, she applied for a 
firefighter's position atthe New York City Eire 
Department (FDNY). 

Even though she was a marathon runner, she 
íailed the physical test. But Brenda didn't give 
up. She sued New York City and the FDNY 
for gender discrimination and won. A new 
'fairer'test was created, so she and 40 other 
vvomen passed. Brenda's dream of becoming a 
hreíighter came true. 

Hovvever, she and otheríemale firefighters 
became the targets of laughter and anger from 
the co-workers and local people.They were 
unvvelcomed at meals, faced loneliness and 
even violence. 

There weren't any limitations on women's 
Service at FDNY.The vvomen firefighters had to 
do exactly the same jobs as their male vvorkers. 
To pursue a 'man's job' Brenda Berkman and 
other vvomen had to work very hard. They 
paid a heavy price to win equality.They were 
successíul and even became the subjects of a 
documentary called Taking the Heơt in 2006. 

Brenda Berkman's story shovvs that gender 
differences cannot prevent a person from 
pursuing a job. Success comes to those who 
have enough courage and will.

As a high-income country, the United Kingdom 
has made a remarkable progress in gender 
equality.

The World Wide Fund for Nature (WWF), 
originally called The VVorld Wildlife Fund, is a 
non-government organisation. It was set up in 
1961, and had its operations in areas such as the 
preservation of biological diversity, sustainable 
use of natural resources, the reduction of 
pollution, and climate change. 

The Symbol of WWF originates from a panda 
named Chi Chi, vvhich was transíerred from the 
Beijing zoo to the London zoo in 1961 when 
the organization was established. Chi Chi was 
the only giant panda in the VVestern vvorld at 
that time and one of the most endangered 
animals. WWF recognized it as the Symbol of 
the organization. 

In 1986, the organisation changed its name 
to World Wide Fund for Nature to better reílect 
its activities. Hovvever, it has operated under the 
original name in the United States and Canada. 
In the 1990s, WWF revised its mission to: 'Stop 
the degradation of the planet's natural 
environment and build a íuture in vvhich 
humans live in harmony with nature, by: 

• conserving the world's biological diversity 

• ensuring that the use of renevvable natural 
resources is sustainable 

• promoting the reduction of pollution and 
vvasteíul consumption.' 

WWF is the world's largest independent 
conservation organisation with over 5 million 
supporters vvorldvvide, vvorking in morethan 
100 countries, supporting around 1,300 
conservation and environmental projects.

Hovvever, eco tours 
in Viet Nam involve mainly travel to natural 
places and the activities are not based on the 
ecotourism principles. 

In Ha Long Bay, íorexample, touristsjust visitthe 
bay and some caves, vvithout learning about the 
environment ortaking part in any local cultural 
activities. 

In addition, in some national parks, tourists are 
notíully avvare of environmental protection. If 
they throvv rubbish or break tree branches, they 
are not fined. As a result, some tourist areas have 
suffered from some environmental damage. 

What's more, most tour guides have poor 
knovvledge of the ethnic culture.Thereíore, 
ecotourists have little or no understanding of 
Viet Nam's cultural diversity.
